THAT TEXT-BOOK CONTRACT. 


Considerable complaint has arisen 
in consequence of the practice of 
school book dealers relative to the 
exchange of books under the contract 
entered 
into 
on 
the 
part 
of 
the 
state 
recently 
and 
various 
school 
book publishers. 
These complaints are mostly due 
to the fact that dealers have refused 
to exchange the books adopted for 
the books formerly in use, in some 
instances, and also because of their 
refusal to exchange books of differ­ 
ent grades. 
The Oklahoman is not familiar with 
the terms of the contract entered 
into by the text-book commission and 
the book publishing houses, but it 
is loath to believe that it. in any 
particular, fails to comply with the 
terms of the act of the late legis­ 
lature, 
providing 
for 
a 
textbook 
commission and a 
uniform 
system 
of text-books. This act not only ex­ 
pressly requires the exchange of old 
books for the books adopted, at a 
price not less than 50 pr cent of 


the contract price, but also requires 
the exchange of books of differut 
grades. Consequently, a contract the 
terms of which were not in keeping 
with these provisions would be abso­ 
lutely null and vo-id. 
The Oklahoman, however, is inclin­ 
ed to the belief that it is the dealers 
and not the contract, which is at 
fault in this matter. Either through 
ignorance of the law or selfish inter­ 
est, they are rsfusing to exchange 
books of different grades, 
and In 
some instances, make exchanges at 
any pn>°. In doing so they are wan­ 
tonly violating the law, and are lia­ 
ble to prosecution. 
The text-book act of the late leg­ 
islature is one of the most complete 
and 
wholesome 
measures 
of 
this 
kind ever enacted. It specifically pro­ 
vides for an exchange of old books 
for new, and for the exchange of 
books of different grades, whether 
new or old, and also effectually pre­ 
vents sharp practices on the parts 
of dealers. If, because its terms are 
not familiar to the general public, 
the dealers are seeking to take an 
unfair 
advantage 
of the 
text-book 
buying 
public 
at 
this 
time, 
they 
should 
be given 
the 
limit of the 
law. And in this connection it may 
be said that it wouldn’t be a bad 
idea if 'the several county attorneys 
of the state would Interest them-eh , 
in this matter just at this ti i e, to 
the end that all : ^tempted hold-ups 
may be checked iii their incipiency. 
—Oklahoman.

miles an hour, was gaily decorated 


with flags and bunting placed there' 


at the urgent request of employes 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day­ 


ton railroad. Accompanying Mr. Bry­ 


an were Judge Judson Harmon, dem­ 
ocratic nominee for governor; State 
Chairman Finley and a big escort 
from Cincinnati. 
As the train carrying the distin 
guinshed Nebraskan pulled into the 
station through a gauntlet of rec 
flee. thousands of throats sent up a 
mighty yell of “Hurrah for Bryan. 
The progress of Mr. Bryan from the 
railroad station to the hotel was a 
continuous ovation. 
J he reception accorded the demo- 
ciatic candidate on his way from Co­ 
lumbus here, was a remarkable one 
Large crowds turned out all along 
the line, but at Dayton so great 
were the crowds that he was com­ 
pelled to deliver two extra speeches. 
He was showered with flowers and 
greeted with vociferous applause. 
In his speeches here tonight Mr.

fire, thousands of throats sent up 
mighty yell of "Hurrah for Bryan " 
The progress of Mr. Bryan from the 
railroad station to the 'hotel was a 
continuous ovation. 


The reception accorded the demo- 


cratic candidate on his way from Co- 
lumbus here, was a remarkable one 
Large crowds turned out all along 
the line, but at Dayton so 'great 
were the crowds that he was com- 
pelled to deliver two extra speeches. 
He was showered with flowers and 
greeted with vociferous- applause. 


In his speeches here tonight Mr. 


Bryan said:
